Two graves were opened belonging 
to old daimyo who were buried 
about two hundred..years’ago. The 
graves were of very elaborate con- 
struction, consisting of stone cells 
with large. coffins of (kusunoki) 
wood, containing inner coffins of 


earthenware, 


On the spaces between the cell 
walls and the wooden coffins being 
opened those present were much 
surprised to see that the bodies 
were in a state of perfect preserva- 
tion; having all the appearance of 
wax figures. The old Amagasaki 
lords lay in almost lifelike fresh- 
ness, dressed in the picturesque 
costume of an earlier day. Several 
valuable personal belongings were 
also found in the graves, including 
two long swords, women’s hair or- 
naments, boxes for pocket ink- 
stones, gold family seals, writing 
brushes, etc. The bodies were sub- 
sequently interred in temporary 
graves in the temple grounds pend- 
ing the completion of permanent 
graves, which are under construc- 
tion close by. The Aoyama family 
have consented to the personal rel- 
ics being kept as curiosities in the 
temple.

This is pre-eminently the age of 
‘‘voung old men,’’ it has been said 
by a student of modern England, 
and it is certainly wonderful as we 
look round to note how much of the 


‘most energetic work in this country 


is being acovmplished by those who 
have already exceeded the Biblical 
span, says the London Mail. 

Lord Strathcona, whose activity 
in business continues unabated, 
and whose appetite for hard men- 
tal exertion is as insatiable as of 
Lord Wemyss, though 
94, etill follows modern politics 
with all the zest of youth, and is a 
redoubtable antagonist with his 
pen. 
Dr. Atkinson, the master of Clare 
College, Cambridge, is 98, and is 
fast approaching the record of Dr. 
Routh, the famous president of 
Magdalen College, Oxford, who 
lived into his 100th year. Earl Nel- 
son, the Nestor of the House of 
Lords, is 89. 

If there is any slackness in this 
country itis to be found in the ris- 
ing generation, not in our old men. 
Earl Roberts puts our youth to 
shame by the splendid vigor and 
persistence of his services in the 
cause of national defence. 

Lord Halsbury, for all his 86 
years, is one of the strongest forces 
in-his party; in his green old ‘age 
his ardor for combat has rather 
deepened than decreased. Our 
greatest figure in literature is 
Thomas Hardy, who at 72 can yet 
produce poetry that will live. 

The contrast with the 18th oen- 
tury is* certainly extraordinary. 
Then, in the days of Pitt and Fox, 
men were counted old at 40 and 
sank to valetudinarianism at that 
age. Now they retain their health 
and strength and are young at 90. 
This does not suggest any loss of 
vigor in the race.

MUST SCHOOL DESK GO? 


Children Sit Down Too Much, Ore- 
gon Teacher Claims. : 


The familiar school desk, as we 
know it, is soon to become a curi- 
osity. Progress in education has 
doomed it. The school desk must 
go, because it is an enemy to health 
and directly responsible for many 
of the ills of school children. In 
twenty years it will be obsolete in 
the achoole, Prof. E. O. Sisson said 
at the annual Teachers’ Institute in’ 
Oregon, recently. 

Professor Sisson told the teachers 
that it is wrong in principle, in the 
first place, because it compels chil- 
dren to sit cramped and still when 
they should be free to move about 
in the schoolroom in a natural way. 
He compared the desk to a relic of 
barbarism. 

‘The cast-iron, rigid, regimental 
éeat of to-day will be thrown out,’’ 
he said. ‘‘In its place we will have 
benches and tables and chairs, and 
the children will not be pinned 
down to a seat, but will move about 
as they study and recite and work. 

“School children sit- down alto- 
gether too much. Adults do, too. 
I am firmly convinced that it is all 
wrong to keep children seated as we 
do. They ought to-have to stand up 
and to walk. The old Romans ‘used 
to make the children«stand up and 
study. We do just the opposite. 

“Doctors will tell you that the sit- 
ting posture, too much used, is sure 
to result in organic disease, partic-

BRITISH SONG BIRDS. 


; Tomtit and Skylark Being Intro- 


duced Into British Columbia. 


“Leave nature alone or there 
may be trouble.’’ This ia the opin- 
ion of «a writer, commenting on 
introduction into British Columbia 
of Britieh song birds. 

It was with the best of intentions 
that the eparrow was introduced 
into America, in the hope that it 
would assist in keeping down the 
insect peste eo harmful to agricul- 
ture, but as soon as the bird found 
that a diet of corn was better worth 
having, it abandoned ite former 
good habits and quickly proved 
once again the truth of the old 
adage that the cure is often worse 
than the disease. 

Among the birds being sent out 
from England are the skylark and 
the tit, both very attractive and de- 
sirable birds from many points of 
view, but not altogether blameless 
in their habits. The lark is an in- 
veterate destroyer of the clover 
“‘leya’’ in winter. In an agrici 
ture section of British Columbia it 
is conceivable that the experience 
of the British farmer would be re+ 
peated, and if the birds increased 
there, aa they probably would at a 
greater rate than in Britain, their 
introduction might prove. to

It is a mis- 
take to put a large cake into too 
hot an oven, for if this is done the 
outeide will harden so rapidly that 
the cake cannot rise as it should 
or perhaps the top will burn before 
the inside is done. Don’t open the 
oven door for twenty minutes after

Open and shut the door very 
gently and do not slam it, and if 
you do the cake will surely fall.
